DRURY LANE THEATRE. 

Last night the Play of The Two Gentlemen of Verona was given 
as the second Shakspearian revival of the season. According to the 
commentators on our immortal bard’s writings, this is the first complete 
Play of Shakspeare’s, and was produced in 1591, when its author was 
only in his twenty-seventh year. It was placed upon the stage last night 
with that appropriate attention to the local scenery and usages of the 
period, for which Mr. Macready has earned so favourable a reputation, 
and was moreover powerfully cast. Miss Fortescue, (formerly of the 
English Opera House, and a pupil we believe of Mrs. Yates,) made her 
first appearance at this Theatre as Julia, with the most decided succe.s. 
Her assumption of this difficult character was faultless, and her sweet 
silvery toned voice gives a charm to her acting from which not even a 
slight peculiarity in her enunciation could detract. When she assumed 
the disguise of a page to Proteus, (who has forsaken her for Silvia, the 
betrothed of his friend Valentine,) she actedwith such reproachful ten- 
derness—so melting yet so dignified—that we wonder not her froward 
lover should be subdued; she was loudly applauded throughout. Mr. 
Macready and Mr. Anderson performed Valentine and Proteus, the two 
gentlemen of Verona, and each was well fitted for his part. Mr. 
Macready’s acting was level and painstaking, and his rebuke of Proteus 
in the last scene was delivered with amanly grace, which was enhanced 
by the generosity of his forgiveness. Keeley and H. Hall made their 
bow as Launce and Speed; the reception of the former was highly flat- 
tering, and both deserved the laughter and applause with which they were 
frequently greeted during the performance. Miss Ellisis, as yet, unequal 
to the character of Silvia; she has much to un-learn before she can 
expect to succeed. The scenery was beautiful—the last especially, the 
Duke’s Palace, at Milan, painted by Tomkins. 

On the conclusion of the Comedy, Anderson having failed in obtaining 
a hearing, owing to the calls for Macready and Miss Fortescue, he retired, 
when the lessee appeared amidst vociferous cheering. Miss Fortescue 
was then led on by Mr. Anderson, to receive the hearty and unani- 
mous approbation of the audience; after which Anderson gave out the 
Play for repetition on Friday—The house was crowded. 

HAY-MARKET THEATRE. 

Last night, Mr. Stuart, (whose real name is Strutt,) made his first 
appearance in London as Jago. The reputation he had acquired at Liver- 
pool was not entirely borne out by his performance of last evening. He 
was perfectly acquainted with all the conventionalisms of the stage, and 
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evinced a thorough knowledge of the points which usually elicit applause, 
but his assumption was not strikingly effective. Mr. Stuart is, however, 
well calculated to take his place among the Haymarket company as a 
very useful member of it. The World of Dreams followed the Tra- 
gedy, amidst general applause. The performances this evening, are A 
Cure for the Heart Ache, The World of Dreams, and The Boarding 
School. Mr. Stuart’s next performance of Jago will be on Saturday 
evening. 

After Easter, the English Opera House will pass into the hands of 
Mr. Stirling, formerly stage-manager of the Adelphi, and husband of 
that clever actress, Mrs. Stirling.
